Memorable Challenge. 
Huddleston’s speech on this occasion was a 


memorable challenge to those who have for- 
gotten or chosen to ignore the free-speech 
clause of the Constitution. He felt impelled 
to discuss the subject of the “political’’ pris- 
oners, he said, because of the feeling that the 
situation was “a disgrace to our country.” 

“T feel,” he continued, “that it is a situation 
which demands the attention of Congress. I 
am disturbed by the thought that we have too 
long been silent and that perhaps I myself 
have failed in my duty in not before demand- 
ing here upon this floor that these prisoners 
be released. It is perhaps not upon me more 
as a member of Congress than as a citizen. 

‘There is, of course, the consideration that 
it may injure me politically to speak. Demz- 
gogues and reactionaries are quick to hound 
any advocate of liberal opinion. But that very 
fact is one of the best reasons why I should 
take my stand for real Americanism and the 
American Bill of Rights.

JUSTICE AND SELF-RESPECT. 
Chief Justice Taft recently delivered an address | 
at the unveiling of a monument to a former Chief 
Justice, Salmon P. Chase, in which he pointed out 


the recurrent antagonism between the Supreme. 
The period following the. 


-}!) Civil War, he showed, was paralle! to the present 


time as regards discontent. criticism and proposals 


'for curbing the court’s power. 


The case of especial interest discussed by Mr. 
Taft was the Milligan case. Milligan, a resident 
of Indiana, was tried in October, 1864, by one of 
the military tribunals estabhshed by President Lin- 
coln on‘the charge of conspiring against the Gov- 
ernment. giving aid and comfort to the rebels, ini- 
tiating insurrection and violating the laws of war. 
He was found cuilty and sentenced to be hanged. 

By way of writs and appeals the case finally 
reached the Supreme Court, which held that neither 
Lincoln nor Congress had the power to set up mili- 
tary tribunals where civil courts: were function- 
ing. and declared the tribunal illegal. The dect- 
sion caused an uproar. Meantime Milligans sen- 
tence had been commuted to life imprisonment and 
after the Supreme Court's decision he was released. 
The conclusion of Mr. Taft's comment on this case 
is peculiarly pertinent. He said: 

The Milligan case laid down the principle of 
the maintenance of constitutional rights during 
war for whith we are now all grateful. 
Grateful. indeed, we should be for such a sound 

principle, but unfortunately the principle is sub- 
ject} to suspension. It was suspended during the 
World War. The maintenance of constitutions! 
rights during war is a theory, not a condition. 
Were it a condition, maty of the war-time meas- 
ures would not have been passed. Were it a condi 
tion. we should not have the problem of 51 po- 
litical prisoners who are in durance for violating 
a law now defunct and which the Supreme Court 
had declared unconstitutional more than half a 
eentury before it was enacted. 

The argument for the liberation of those prisor- 
ers, however, should not turn upon legal niceties, or 
court rulings and traditions. The question should 
be viewed in the broad light of justice and hu- 
man rights. Let us reflect that war is hell—a 
wider, uglier hell than Sherman visioned. Sherman 
had in mind, presumably. the butcheries of battle 
and the brutalities of conquest. But the poison of 
war contaminates all life. It looses all the vicious 
passions, particularly those of greed and cruelty. 


INDIAN RELIGIOUS DANCES. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs is trying to 
stop dances by the aborigines which they claim to 
be part of their religion. In this: he is backed up 
by the Women’s Home Missionary Society of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which says that the 
dances tend to immorality. 

If immorality is actualy found at these dances, 
it should be stopped. just as in the case of other 
dances. But it is doubtful if the Indians would be 
benefited by a general prohibition of their char- 
acteristic and ancient dances, which certainly have 
a religious basis. Speaking of the religion of the 
Indians. Lewis Maggan, the Great American eth- 
rologist, said it consisted of “set dances, each with 
its own name, songs, steps and costume.” Each 


tribe had its own religious dances, and every dance 


had a meaning. being. like a prayer, addressed ‘to 
what the Indian felt were the Higher Powers. 

It has been so. more or less, in all religions. 
“What do vou dance?” is the greeting of one tribe 
to another among the Bantus of Africa, for. as 
Havelock Ellis says in his recent work, ‘““The Dance 
of Life ‘“‘a savage does not preach his religion, 
he dances it.”” And, he adds, “among primitive 
people. religion being so large a part of life. the 
dance inevitably becomes of supreme religious im- 
portance. To dance was at once both to worship 
and to pray.” 

All this must sound extremely shocking to per- 
sons of Puritanic instinct or training. But the 
ancient Hebrews danced before the Ark, and the 
Christian Fathers. Eusebius. Basi! and others, re- 
ferred to sacred dances then in vogue as a regular 
part of the services. Chrysostom only objected to 
drunken excesses that sometimes disgraced what 
was otherwise sacred and beautiful. . 

If the Indians are debarred from their dances 
might they not turn to something less profitable, 
less inspiring, or even harmful? ‘Would it be bet- 
ter for them to spend their time in movie shows 
or at poolrooms? Why not study the dances and 
try to prevent their degradation. instead of Vol- 
steadizing them entirely? 


To prohibit the free exercise of religion is for-. 


bidden by the Constitution. Under it the Indian 
has the same right to dance religiously as we have 
to Kneel, stand, genuflect. sing or pray with the 
same object. As Paul says, “let everything be 
done decently and in order.”’

in warmth and comfort, knows only through 
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Map of the top of the world, showing the course 
Amundsen plans to take across the pole to Spitz- 
bergen. His original plan was to attempt a non- 
stop flight straight across the 1900 miles of polar 
ice, but later arrangements provide for the use 
of two planes, one of which will lay a string of 
supply stations from his ship, Maud, to within a 
few hundred miles of the pole. Then Amundsen 
and his pilot will have only about 1250 miles to 
cover from the last cache to Spitzbergen. 


the poignant letters of dying men and frozen 
bodies that have come out of the ice fields to 
tell their story. 

Wild and hazardous Amundsen's venture 
seems on the face of it, but darker still is the 
shadow of misgiving thrown upon it when 
one remembers the fate that befell Capt. Robert 
F. Scott an his heroic little party after 
they had reached the South Pole 
in 1912, only to find Amundsen’s flag 
already there. That tragedy, the most heaft- 
rending of all those enacted in the polar soli- 
tudes, somehow seems closely linked with 
Amundsen’s destiny, and one cannot forbear 
to wonder if the sturdy Norwegian’s escape 
from Scott’s terrible debacle will only serve to 
bring him to a similar disaster 11 years later 
at the opposite end of the earth. 


Briefiy, the program that Amundsen will 
undertake is this: After reaching the Maud. 
the explorer and his pilot will leave their metal- 
inclosed monoplane and, using a Curtiss Oriole 
plane now on board the ship, attempt a series 
of hops to a point within striking distance of 
the pole, leaving supplies at a string of depots. 
Then, returning to the ship and getting the 
Elisabeth, which has already proved itself 
to be a glutton for cold and _ capable 
of remaining in the air for 26 hours or more. 
they will retrace the course marked by supply 
depots and stake all on a 1250-mile hop from 
the last station across the pole to Spitzbergen. 

Obviously, a hundred factors, any—one of 
which might spell failure, amd if failure, then 
death, enter into the attempt. Not alone will 
there be dangers stich as polar explorers ordj- 
narily encounter—blizzaras, high winds, hun-

A forced landing in the wilds probably would 
mean a damaged piane, and that would, more 
than likely, mean death to the flyers by freez- 
ing or starvation, for it is manifestly impos- 
sible to carry many supplies in a plane already 
burdened with gasoline and human freight. 

hen, even if the machine should escape 
damage in landing. the difficulty of getting in 
the air again would be almost as grave, for in 
an ocean full of ice crags it is not probable that 
there are many stretches level enough to ac- 
commodate a machine that requires 1200 feet 
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for a “take-off.” 

Experienced explorers declare that the pro- 
posed flight is madness. Cap} Donald Mac- 
Millan’s opinion, recently expressed, is that 
Amundsen and his pilot are going to certain 
death if they try to carry out the’ plan they 
have outlined. Capt. B. T. McIntyre, who for 
18 years has been a navigator of the Arctic 
regions, offers a prediction just as gloomy. 


“If Amundsen should attempt to fly across 


the pole this seasoy,”’ he asserts, “it will mean 
the end of him and his pilot. He's at Wain- 
wright now and he will have 1200 miles to fly 
before reaching the pole and then a distance 
almost as great from there to Spitzbergen. The 
ocean is full of ice—hummocky, bumpy ice— 
that wouldn't permit a landing anywhere. In 
a good year he might possibly make it across. 
but never in a single hop, and it ts extremely

After ranging through history's populous 
atelier of assassinations, and celebrating the 
merits of many gifted artists in carnage, the 
facetious author awarded the palm of supreme 
virtuos!ty to an executant named Williams, for 
the breadth and boldness of design, the relent- 
less ferocity of technique and the features of 
mystery and horror displayed in his “grand 
exterminating massacre” of two complete 
households. By these performances, averred 
the historian, Williams asserted his ascendancy 

ve all the children of Cain. He affected a 
sp carpenter's ax as the tool with which le 
wrought his sanguinary sculptures: he had 
opportunity to achieve dnly two specimens of 
his art, when the hangman nipped his career 
in the bud. 

, De Quincey would have been the first to 
denounce his hero’as a mere dilettante, could 
he have foreseen the performances of another 
crafteman of the ax now flourishing—that is. 
if-one accepts a belief general in Birmingham, 
that its atrocious series of ‘‘ax murders’ haa 
proceeded from the hand of a single maestro.

The Birmingham axman, according to the- 
orists of that city, made his professional debut 
on Christmas Eve, 1919, and celebrated his 
most recent appearance on May 29 last. Al- 
together, 19 men and women in Birmingham 
have been slaughtered within a period of three 
years and five months, while 13 other persony 
have been so fortunate as to recover from 
similar-.murderous assaults. In every case a 
blunt instrument was used to crush the skulls 
of the victims; survivorscinvariably have de- 
scribed the weapon as \an ax with a short 
handle, which the murderer concealed beneath 
his coat. 

Still assuming the hypothesis of a lone a3- 
sassin, the thought which terrifies Birming- 
ham, which has sent throngs of citizens to the 
police imploring permission to carry arms. 
aa has incited the formation of oands of 

lantes and protective associations, and 
which spurs the authorities to frantic and as 
yet futile exertions—the thought which lowors 
over this city of 180,000 like a sinister shadow 
is, that the monster is still at large, his iden- 
tity utterly unsuspected; that at any given mo- 
ment, walking unmarked and honored amone 
his neighbors, ha may be revolving the sub- 
ject, the time, place-and method, of his twen- 
tieth butchery!

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‘There have been various theories as to che 
origin of these crimes, such ‘as a bootleggers’ 
wer, a vendetta imported from abroad, the 
operations of a band of murderous drug ad- 
dicts, quarrels among bands of thieves, or the 
vengeance of negroes for supposed wrongs 
ageinet their race.

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The first curious feature is that in everv 


case of murder or assault, the victims have 


been shopkeepers or small 


members of their families. It seemed as if the 
assassin had taken a vow to annihilate the 
shopkeeping population of Birmingham. Twelve 
of the 19 murders actually occurred in stores 
and shops. In the second place, the majority 
of those assailed were what is known in the 
South as “foreigners’ —Syrians, Italians, Slavs, 
Jews, Greeks. 

Survivors without exception have described 
their assailant as a negro, or a white man dis- 
guised with a mask of blacking. From the na- 
ture of several of the wounds, he has been sup- 
posed to be left-handed. In every case but 
one, it is said, the blunt instead of the sharp 
end of the weapon was used for striking. 

What may be termed the scenical features 
of the crimes appear to have been almost iden- 
tical. 

“The good sense of the practitioner,’’ wrote 
De Quincey, “has usually directed him to night 
and privacy.”’ 

The procedure of the supposed ax mur- 
derer was to enter some small shop just bde- 
fore the closing hour, when no customers were 
present, the proprietor was alone, and the 
whole day’s receipts were in the cash register. 

The visitor would ask for some petty ar- 
ticle, and when the unsuspecting shopkeeper 
turned or stooped to get it, would fell him with 
a blow of a weapon snatched from beneath his 
coat. If a member of the family, hearing the 
noise, came to the rescue, he or she would also 
be struck down. Then the assassin would loot 
the till, and flee into the darkness. 

Other peculiarities, or perhaps mere coinci- 
dences. are that three murdebs and three at- 
tempted murders occurred: on the dates of Jan. 
10 and Jan. 25 in different years, as if these 
were days red-lettered for some reason in the 
assassin’s calendar; and that certain localities 
were favored as scenes of operation. In four 
cases, the victims resided between Twelfth and 
Eighteenth streets on Avenues D and E; and 
two assaults this year occurred in the vicinity 
of Fourteenth street and Eighth avenue, Nortu.

But the grand distinguishing feature in sev- 
eral of the crimes has been the display of a 
gratuitous atrocity. In four of the cases, the 
assassin, after murdering his victims with an 
ax, lingered to cut their throats. In a fifth 
case, after slaying a merchant and his wife, 
the monster set fire to a bed in which their 
seven-months old baby was sleeping. The chil] 


wn 


was rescued by a negro woman who saw the 
blaze. 

These facts lead Birmingham to believe tha: 
a criminal sadist is abroad—a fiend who mur- 
ders mot only for money but for delight in 
bloodshed and cruelty; a demon in the last 
Stages of that pathological malady which 
is o®erved, in its mildest form, in children 
who are obsessed with a joy in torturing in- 
sects and animals, and later in those adults who 
seek employment as killers in slaughter-houses, 
where they can gratify their passion for wit- 
nessing and inflicting death. 


The first case was that of John H. Belseyr, 
a Syrian merchant, of 1801 Avenue EB, who 
was struck down in his shop on the night of 
Dec. 24, 1919, apparently while bending over 
@ barrel to serve a customer. He died 15 
houts later in a hospital, without regaininz 
consciousness. 

Whether this was an isolated crime, or the 
murderer still experienced the qualms of a nov- 
ice, or was glutted, his nerve not yet being 
completely hardened, with his first shedding of 
blood, no further instance of the kind occurred 
until Nov. 28, 1921. At 7!30*o’clock on that 
evening, G. T. Ary, manager of a chain store 
at 1000 Twenty-fourth street, North, was felled 
while leaning over a pickle barrel. He died a 
few hours later. 


Three Murders in One Night 


Thereafter, the murders and assaults came 
thronging at an average of one every 16 
days. Three murders occurred on the single 
night of Dec. 31, three weeks after Ary’s as- 
sassination. The first was that of Mose Par- 
ker, a negro shopkeeper, living in the black-bslt 
settlement of Birmingham which is called ‘‘Tit- 
tlesville.”’ : 

The other fatalities were those of Joseph 
Mantione, an Italian shopkeeper, and his wife, 
who lived in a sparsely settled district in North 
Birmingham. Mantione was struck down as 
he leaned over a barrel of meal, apparently to 
fill an order. Mrs. Mantione, who was in bed, 
leaped up in her nightdress and ran to her 
husband's aid. She was killed instantly; Man- 
tione died the next day. It was on this occez- 
sion that the murderer, after slaying the par- 
ents, went into an adjoining room, despite the 
peril of delay, and set fire to the bedclothes jp 
which their baby was sleeping. 

Two weeks later, on Jan. 10, 1922, a night 
watchman heard outcries, and traced the sound 
to a grocery kept by Clem 8S. Crawford, an ex- 
service man. He found a three-year-old ehilda 
weeping over its dead mother and dying fath- 
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er. Mrs. Crawford had been instantly killed 
with a blow on the head. Evidently her hus- 
band had rushed in, to be met with a similar 
blow. Then the murderer returned to his firs* 
victim_and cut her throat. Afterwards he ran- 
sacked the shop and living quarters. It was 
obvious that he had asked Mrs. Crawford ‘¢o 
filt an order, for a sack partly filled with m2al 
was found near her, beside a barrel. Craw- 
ford died a week later. 

On Jan. 25, Lillie Byrd, a negress, was ar- 
rested on a charge of having committed the 
Mantione murders, and was summarily sen- 
tenced to serve two terms of 99 years each ir 
the penitentiary. Feeling ran so high that, 
on the night after her arrest, several thousand 
members of the Ku Klux Klan, in full regalia, 
paraded the negro districts of the city, march- 
ing from Avondale to North Birmingham in #2 
procession which held the streets from 8 to 
10 p. m. 

As if to*throw doubt upon the justice of this 
hurried conviction, \the ensuing months were 
filled with attacks, fatal or otherwise, bearing 
the same characteristic features as the preced- 
ing ones. On the very night of TilHe Byrd's 
arrest, Tony Lorino, a grocer, ahd his wite 
Rose were struck down by a negro or disguised 
white man wielding an ax. The man enterad 
their shop at Twelfth street and Avenue D 
and made the familiar request for meal. Lor!l- 
no was felled as he bent over the barrel. Leav- 
ing him for dead, the assailant started for the 
living quarters back of the shop. 


Lorino, recovering consciousness, snatched a 
revolver from his shirt and emptied it, but 
missed. Mrs. Lorino, with a baby in her arms. 
rushed in, to be met with a blow that crushed 
the left side of her skull. Lorino seized a shot- 
gun, but before he could fire, was struck a 
second time with the blunt side of the ax. The 
would-be murderer fled, without attempting to 
harm three small children. Both Lorino and 
his wife suffered fractures of the skull, and 
both recovered.

Extraordinary Boldness of Slayer 


Unsuccessful attempts at murder occurred 
on June 3, 1922, when a man armed with an 
ax attacked and slightly wounded Joe Lucia, 
@ grocer, and his wife and daughter. J. H. 
Seay, a grocer, was wounded under the usual 
circumstances on Sept. 30, 1922. 

The next fatality occurred at 7 o’clock on 
the night of Nov. 6, 1922. The victim was 
Abraham Levine, who kept a shop at 1600 
Avenue D.

the back yard of their place and attacked 
them with an ax. Contrary to the usual cus- 
tom, he used both the blade and the blunt side 
of the weapon in dispatching Levine, who died 
six hours later. ~Mrs. Levine was struck on 
the forehead with the blunt part of the in- 
strument, and recovered. The murderer then 
entered the store and attemptedeto buy 2) 
cents’ worth of eggs from Levine’s daughter, 
Emma. His remark that he had “left her 
father and mother in the back yard" ap- 
peared so omihous that she screamed, frigh*- 
ening him away. Two negroes, arrested thres 
days later, were acquitted by a jury during 
the spring of this year. 

Four ax.murders, besides several unsuccess- 
ful, attacks, have occurred this year. On ‘he 
night of Jan. 10 Joseph Klien, a grain dealer, 
and his daughter, Mary, were attacked in his 
store at 1406 Eighth avenue, North. Klien 
died on the way to a hospital, but his daugh- 
ter recovered. The cash drawer was looted. 
Almost a duplication of the Mantione mur- 
Luigi 
Vitellaro and his .wife, Josephine, were found 
with fractured skulls in their shop at Eighth 
avenue and Twenty-fourth street, North. Mrs. 
Vitellaro died the next day and her husband 
a week later. Two days later Costia Terlikic, 
Greek proprietor of a restaurant, was &l- 
tacked with an ax and slightly injured, by an 
assailant who escaped. 

The latest murder was that of Charles Grat- 
feo, Italian shopkeeper, who was found dead 
behind the counter of his store, 1500 Seventh 
avenue, North, at 9:45 on the evening of Muy 
29. His skull had been crushed by a single 
blow of a blunt instrument wielded by a left- 
handed man, according to detectives; also, as 
in the case of Mrs. Crawford, his throat had 
been slit. He had been requested to sell a 
bott?s of oil, for a bottle with a funnel in it 
stood on the oil tank. His pockets were 
turned ont, and the till and living quarters 
had been ransacked. 

Among the attacks which, did not result fa- 
tally was a significant one upon Charles Bal- 
done, his wife, Mary, and his 14-year-old 
daughter, Virginia. Baldone keeps a shop at 
4510 Tenth avenue, North. Some time dur- 
ing the night of July 12, 1912, an enemy crept 
into the house and assailed husband, wife and 
daughter with blows of an ax or similar 
weapon, while they slept in their beds. Three 
younger children, sleeping near by, were not 
molested. Though each of the victims suf- 
fered a fracture of the skull, all recovered.

have made mistakes, the thing that is most to 
blame for it is the good heart of the man, who 
could never, say no when a neighbor asked him 
to indorse a note and could never keep food 
on his shelves when there were hungry ones 
who could not pay. 


The day, less than a month ago, when a State 
inspector came along’ to examine the books of 
the East Alton Loan and Investment Associa- 
tion, with assets of $100,000, Jones had been 
its secretary about 10 years. He had been 
president of the Board of Education for five 
years and had handled the bonding of a $50,000 
building; he had served a term as a member of 
the Village Council; he had unlimited credit 
with wholesale grocers and packers for the 
‘groceries and meats he sold to the townspeople; 
he had worked hard and owned his own home 
and had matured 10 shares of association stock 
for his two little girls, and his only extrava- 
gance was the Baptist Church. 
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So, when the inspector called him aver and 
told him his accounts were short, he simply 
couldn't believe it. While he stared, dumb with 
incredulity, the inspector pointed ta the foot 
ing of a column of figures.

A reasonable attitude 
will help the listener here. He should 
remember that he cannot. expect 
every act, in even the best vaude- 
ville performance, to be tremendous- 
ly amusing and just what he wants, 
ror can he expect the weather every 
day to be clear and pleasant. Simi- 
larly he must not expect every day to 
be just right -for long-distance radio 
reception. Now and then a summer 
storm may interfere both with radio 
and picnics. The listener should be- 
come acquainted with his local eta- 
tions and enjoy them during the sum- 
mer, and be satisfied with the long- 
distance records he has made or will 
make in the winter. 
he should get the best there is in 
radio during all seasons, and, above 
he should be reasonable.

ATCHING wits with burglars has be- 
come part of the activities of the Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories, a corpora- 
tion organized for service, not profit, 
by the great insurance companies of 
the United States to safeguard life 
and property. 

One odd development of this service is that the. or- 
e»n‘zation, in order to attain the maximum of effi- 
ciency. has trained many of its employes to become 
adept in all the skillful and eunning devices and 
tricks of the real burglar. Before alarm systems 
and theft-proof safes are approved by the labora- 
tories they must undergo rigid tests by men who 
never committed a crime, but whd. by intensive 
training in the school of crime prevention are capa- 
ble of doing anything that can be done by the most 
expert housebreaker, lock picker or cracksman. 

Systematic work to thwart the burglar was begun 
fter an unusually large number of robberies from 
factories. warehouses and stores in Chicago in the 
r of 1920-21. so that it will be seen that this 
development of efficient insurance protection is of 
aratively recent date, though sporadic efforts 

D same lines had been made earlier 

A chapter on “‘Making Burglary More Difficult’ is 
one of the interesting features of a book entitled 
“The Svmbol of Safety,”’ written by Harry Chase 
Frearlev and just issued by Doubleday, Page & Co., 
from which the following account of the -battle of 
wits is taken. 

Burglar alarm systems had been used for about 
-0 vears. but seemingly without much improvement 
in the average protection afforded. This was due 
largely to the fact that prospective users were at a 
loss in choosing from many equipments, because 
there were no “standards” of design and construc- 
tion and no scientific discounts on burglary insur- 
anmee rates The same thing was true with regard 
to vanits. safety deposit boxes and ‘locking devices. 
brains had not been idle, new products 
forthcoming from time to time, representing 
degrees of ingenuity and efficiency, and in 
enthusiastic manufacturers claimed, no 
that. the problem of burelar re- 
had been solved; but how was one to be 

until the product was tested by some skillful 

ksman—and then it might be too late. The sit- 
ation cried aleud for the obtaining of exact informa- 
tion, for tests te be made by the most highly pro- 
ticient burglars, at times and under conditions when 
property would not be imperiled, with resulting 
of a thorough and impartial-~ nature. 
burglars, if found, could not be trusted, 
proficient “‘burglars’’ must be developed out 
who could be trusted, and their equipment 
equal to the finest at the command of the 
artists of the underworld. 

It was not long before engineers at both the Chi- 
cago and New York testing stations astonished man- 
ufacturers of supposedly impregnable systems by 
“burglarizing” simulated business premises with ap- 
parent ease. They had already found weak points. 
But that was not enough: they suggested spe€ific im- 
provements, which were adopted one by one. A 
number of confidential reports of criticism written 
to manufacturers brought back evidence that the 
industry was alert to profit by the technical study 
given to its problems by Underwriters’ Laboratories. 

It was quickly appreicated that even the most skill- 
ful and determined burglar needs more than the 
cover of darkness: He must have time to accom- 
plish his design, and security from knowledge of’ his 
presence. Therefore the problem of burglary pro- 
tection resolves itself into two phases: 

1. Prevention or interruption of the attack, 
through immediate detection of the burglar’s pres- 
ence. 

-. Mechanical resistance to the attack. 

These are the fundamentals of the investigations 
nhew ip constant progress. 7 

The first phase involves the use of alarm systems, 
with ‘indicators, gongs, tell-tale lights, or other 
warnings, supplemented in cases by the summoning 
o' armed guards; while the second calls for effective 
piates, boxes, doors and vaults. 

All this comes under the problem of protection 
against the burglar, who is essentially a s®cret work- 
er. but there is also the necessity for defense in 
the case of armed daylight bank and store robbers. 
Against the latter there have been developed special 
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protection systems, with sounding devices to bring 
reinforcements from the street. These may be con- 
sidered under burglar-alarm systems, with which 
they are often combined. 

It is the function of Underwriters’ Laboratories to 
determine the effectiveness of all such means of 
protection as are submitted to it. The first group 
of devices and systems must be absolutely reliable, 
for an alarm that does not always work is worse 
than none at all. The second group can never fur- 
nish absolute protection; their value consists in the 
time required to defeat them, and, in this group, 
the laboratories determines the degree of resistance 
offered. 

In coping with the problem of protection from 
burglars, first attention must be given to their 
prempt detection; in other words, to the alarm sys- 
tem. If this be adequate there May be no need for 
calling into play the burglar-resistant qualities of 
the safe>strone box or other container of valuables. 
Consequently ® is recognized as folly for banks, jew- 
elry stores and other places where valuables are 
stored to neglect this form of precaution. 

Various are the methods adopted. Windows and 
doors are wired: glass panes are decorated with 
tin-foil ribbon, apparently for ornamient, but really 


to carry an electric current as part of’the system of 


protection; window and door openings are filled with 
wooden lattice work, so wired as to send in an alarm 
at the least disturbance; alarms are concealed under 
thresholds and floor rugs; they are connected with 
show cases and vaults; they find expression through 
horns, sirens, gongs and lights, or in indicators at 
some central station; ingenious burglar traps are 
thus spread every night in thousands of business 
places, and in not a.few residences as well. No one 
realizes this better than does the cracksman. If he 
is to succeed at his chosen calling he must keep 
abreast of developments in the art of protection. 
Hence the skillful operators of a generation ago be- 
came adept at locating and cutting the electrical 
connections of these alarms. To circumvent them 
the manufacturers thereupon devised alarms in 
which the electric current was continuous while in 
use, so that its interruption would give warning. 
Burglars countered this by having batteries which 
could be connected with the system in order to con- 
tinue the current while the main connection was 
being broken, and the manufacturers thereupon pro- 
duced alarms sufficiently delicate to register the 
effect of a variation in the strength of the current 
such as would be almost certain to occur between the 
regular supply current and that of the portable 
battery. ‘ 

It is natural that alarm systems should be of 
many different kinds. One used to protect a bank 
vault may cost as high as $5000 or $10,000 and 
should be able to last for a number of years with- 
out calling for repair—especially as to its electric 
lining, which usually is embedded in concrete walls. 
On the other hand, a mercantile alarm system can- 
not be too costly, because small establishments usu- 
ally bppe to outgrow their premises: and also be- 
cause the walls, floors and doors and windows of 
ordinary business premises are not sufficiently re- 
sistant to warrant elaborate systems; that is to say, 
a common burglar could quickly “smash, grab and

attacks consist in desperately speedy drilling, saw- 
ing, chiseling, hammering, prying, and so on. All 
this work is attended with more or less suspicious 
noise, and depends for its chance of success upon the 
speed with which ft is carried forward. This taking 
of time is therefore an important part of the test. 

The next series of attacks is made upon the pro- 
tection wiring. This may at first appear to be im- 
pregnable, but engineers thoroughly acquainted 
withthe system now get to work and eventually are 
able to pass through without sending an alarm. 
However, if it proves to be a long and difficult proc- 
ess. the system is regarded as affording much more 
than the usual degree of protection. 

Where electricity is involved, the fire hazard 
cannot be overlooked, for bo business man wishes 
to pay for burglary protection the price of a pos- 
sible fire. Underwriters’ Laboratories therefore in- 
vestigates and tests the system from that angle. 

The “central station” systems lay an especial em- 
phasis on the well-known human equation. Of what 
avail is it for the burglar to incite the alarm gad for

and courageous guards? Here, indeed. is a class of 
investigations so complicated and technical because 
of the factors it involves, that no attempt will be 
made even to give its headings, more than to say 
that it concerns both the physical equipment and the

In their usual meticulous fashion the engineers 
put all the physical elements throngh the neces 
sary tests. and to this study they add that of the 
forces employed by the company, inside and out- 
side, clerical, technical and special——their selection, 
experience, qualifications and special training. and 
their sizes and distribution: the equipment of the 
guards and the travel facilities provided for them 
afd the relations of the company with the police 
department of every city in which it operates cen- 
tral offices 

“Yeges’’ and the “snatch robbers’ do not try to 
defeat alarms; they simply plan to get away before 
the alarm is answered. In a recent fairly typica! in 
stance, the same store was robbed four times within 
two months. while policemen were only two block 
away. In each case the thieves watched their chance 
smashed the window with a padded brick, grabbec. 
what was within reach and made their escape by 
automobile. The alarms operated. but quick work 
made it possible to get away 

In the robbery of a New York warehouse fhe rob 
bers evidently knew the exact limits ae by the 
alarm system reporting to a central oftice. Going in 
a motor truck to a point as far away as possible 
from the building théy expected to rob, they broke 
& window with a brick, thus sending in an alarm, and 
sped on to their real objective. The first alarm 
sounded in the central! office and armed guards were 
at once dispatched in a waiting automobile But 
on reaching this place, they found merely a broken 
window, which they reported on their return to the 
central office. In the meantime, the second alarm 
had come in-from a point a number of blocks dis 
tant and before the guards could reach this second 
point,.the robbers had had six minutes in which to 
make their haul. 

For such reasons, many inventors are now work 
ing on efforts to combine alarms with apparatus for 
furnishing resistance, in order to delay the burglar 
white the alarm is being answered. Thus the tat- 
tle of wits progresses, 

One of the greatest obstacles to the success of 
alarm systems is the fact that so many of them op- 
erate too easily; in other words, they signal when 
there is no attack. In one central office it was «sti- 
mated that there were 49 false alarms to every one 
that was due to thieves 

Such conditions, naturally, are demoralizing. Ose 
of the epegineers of Underwriters’ Laboratories, in 
making a California inspection, caused a store alarin 
to be sounded, then stood within the window and 
watehed a poliseman who was about 20 feet away.

Poking about among the historic ruins of 
Fort Clinton or getting a breeze in the lit- 
tle summer house on Ghee’s Point, the ¥ts- 
itor to West Poimt may be greeted by the half-chant, 
half-wail which extols to those who listen the doubt- 
ful virtues of the above-mentioned Mr. Havens 
Knowing that the singing. funereal in its slow- 
pess. comes from the group of slim-waisted cadets, 


the listening visitor may. come to the conclusion . 


that Mr. Havens was one of the most famous gradu- 
ates of what is officially known as the United States 
Military Academy. i 

The visitor would be sadly mistaken, for though 
Benny Havens’ fame has been immortalized in song, 
he wasn't a cadet at all Instead, along about 1840, 
Benny was what would be known nowadays as a 
rum-runner At least, he was an old fellow who 
used to be found at different strategic spots on the 
boundaries of the West Point military reservation. 
= sah ready t@®sell the cadets just those things that 
the authorities decided the embryo officer could get 
alone without. 

Gen. Grant knew Benny, as did “Uncle Billy” 
Sherman. Jeff Davis and Robert E. Lee. Whether 
or not these distinguished soldiers were patrons of 
Benny does not appear in the records, but, if they 
were not. they probably were very lonesome. 

Just who Benny was is shrouded in mystery, but 
his fame is secure and he is just as much of a West 
Point institution and tradition as are the ‘Plain,’’ 
the “‘Area’’ and the little guardhouse, with its ‘“‘poop- 
deck.’ where tactical officers. better known” as 
‘Tacs.’ were wont to watch formations and hand out 
demerits with all-too-lavish hands 

Benny Havens has been dead more than a half- 
entury. It may be that the restrictions of his day 
which made his business possible have been re- 
moved in whole or, at least. in part. At any rate, 
he never had a personal successor. Somewhere. he 
rests in peace, but his memory is always renewed as 
each class at the academy reaches upper-classdom 
and is permitted to sing or chant or wail the Hav- 
ens requiem

Cus 
toms, infinite in their variety, but, from the cadet’s 
standpoint, never stale, continue in force as they did 
when Hiram Ulysses Grant considered himself fortu- 
nate to graduate not too far from the foot of his class 
and “‘jine the cavalree.”’ 

There is an incident told of Gen. Sherman which 
illustrates this. When Sherman became the com- 
manding General, after the,Civil War, he headed a 
delegation of famous visitors to the Point. An in- 
spection of barracks was made. In a certain room 
in a certain “division,”” came the General and his 
guests. The two cadets who occupied the room 
sprang to “attention.” 

Sherman saluted, as is the custom, and then said, 
drawlingly: 

“Any contraband in this room?” 

When neither of the cadets replied, the General, 
with a, smile on his face, stooped down before the 
fireplace and, reaching up, removed a loose brick. 
Putting in his hand, he drew forth several packages

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How “Calvin, the great astrologer,” with only a New York post office box ad- 
dress, got money in sums large and little for “investment” on the Stock Ex- 
ehange by pretending to “read the stars” for tips and promising quick, for- 
tunes for his dupes—The pathetic story of the Western woman who sent the 
mysterious “friend” $113 to invest, so that she could build a new house be- 
fore winter came—The unsolved mystery of a rogue whose assumed name 
was a household word 50 years ago 


N THE envelope was the address ‘“Cal- 
vin, Postoffice Box 5027, New York 
City.” The postmark showed that the 
missive was mailed in a town some- 
where in the Far West. Inclosed Was a 
sum of money. The brief but signifi- 
cant letter was signed by the wife of 
a hard-working citizen. 

“This $113 is all we have,’’ wrote the woman. 
“Please watch the stars well, as we want anew 
house for the winter.”’ 

“Calvin.” whoever he was, smilingly extracted 
and pocketed the cash inclosure. The torn envelope 
he tossed into the capacious waste basket which his 
heavy correspondence required. The little sheet of 
notépaper he filed for future reference. In a blank 
book he set down carefully the name, address and 
amount received. ‘ 

Calvin was his own bookkeeper, for reasons suffi- 
cient. His system was neither single nor double en- 
tryv—it was multiple entry. Yet. for all that, there 
was no column for outgo: everything was income. To 
be sure, there was a rather large expenditure for sta- 
tionery and postage, but Calvin kept those items in 
his head.

She was not doubting Calvin, 
not at all, but winter was coming on, and the old 
house was hardly serviceable for another cold sea- 
son. She herself had drawn up a plan for a new 
house, a modest dwelling, but better than the old 
one. She hoped to surprise her husband by pre- 
senting to him both the plan and the building fund. 

“You see,”’ she wrote to Calvin; “he doesn’t know 
I have sent you the $113 to invest in Wall street, 
and unless I get the big profits right soon now I am 
afraid he may find out about it and be worried, for 
he refuses to believe in astrology. He is a rather 
matter-of-fact man, and lgmghs at such things. But 
I have great faith in you and in our lucky stars. Now, 
please believe I am not hurrying you, but I do so 
much want to get the house built before cold weather 
sets in.

“Dear Friend,” wrote Calvin, “I have been keep- 
ing a sharp lookout, but as yet I cannot find a sure 
thing, so we will not invest until we are sure of vic- 
tory. The interest on your $113 will be paid semi- 
annually, and that means you will get the first in- 
terest about four months from now. But, in the 
meantime, no doubt, the stars will favor us. Keep 
up a good heart, dear friend.” 

Later the woman wroté, again and again. She got 
no further reply. Even though her husband might 
howl, he was too far away to be heard in New York, 
and of a surety he didn’t have money enough to 
pay his way to that city and accompany his howl 
with a Wild Westérn kick. Besides, even if he had 
the hardihood to beat his way to New York, he 
couldn’t- find Calvin, whose habitation was even 
more mysterious than his name. Not even the Post- 
master at New York knew the real name of the hold- 
er of Box 5027. All this, you are to understand, 
happened away back yonder in the middle ‘°*70’s. 
Fifty years ago the Postoffice Department was some- 
what careless about the identities and the intentions 
of its patrons. 

History does not record the sad sequel to the 
tragedy of the fond but foolish wife who hoped to 
get something big for almost nothing and to give 
her husband a happy surprise. Let the imagination 
run riot amongst the possibilities. Very likely the 
man eventually inquired of the woman what had 
become of the $113 he and she had saved up by 
scraping and skimping, and she tearfully confessed. 
If he was a mean husband he beat up his wife. If 
he was half saint and half sinner he told her she 
was a silly Sadie, to go and do a thing like that. 
If he was a true saint he gulped a few times, put on 
his worn old hat, picked up his battered but not 
overladen dinner pail, and remarked as he left the 
weatherbeaten old house for his job: | 

“Well, Sadie, looks kinder like we might, have 
a cold wave ‘fore night, maybe.” 

In any event, Tragedy was there, and with a tall T. 
But if it be true that misery is fond of company, as 
certain wise ones have insisted, that poor couple 
away out West had a lot of company to love in their 
misery if they had but known it. East, West, North, 
South, gulf to lakes, ocean to ocean, misery com- 
pany was here, there, everywhere—brought to mis- 
ery through the same agency of persuasion, that of 
Calvin the astrologer. In thousands of American 
cities and towns, at many a crossroads place, on 
multitudes of sequestered. farms, dwelt their un- 
known companions in misery. 

And back in New York—somewhere in that city, 
apparently, or perhaps in some high-flyfhe suburb— 
dwelt ‘Calvin, living like a lord in the old days when 
a lord was wealthy enough to marry for love rather 
than for money. 

Now, just who was Calvin? That is one of the 
unanswered questions of the ages. It has been 47 
years since Calvin, who for a couple of years flour- 
ished mightily, disappeared—decamped—dissolved. 
The United States Government pursued him, more or 
less half-heartedly, for a few years and then charged 
him off to profit and loss. Calvin proved to be too 
elusive for the sleuths of the Postoffice Department. 
Similarly elusive was he to all the other sleuths who 
sought him. And for this there was a reason. 

The reason was that they didn’t know who he was 
nor how he looked, Much of this same reason was 
a factor in the noncapture of the late Jesse James 
of Missouri. The Pinkerton detectives and the State 
authorities knew wlio Jegse was, but they didn’t 
know how he looked. Calvin, as you see, had about 
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50, per cent the advantage of the eminent Missourian 
in the matter of immunity from capiure. 

Nobody in the hunt knew whether Calvin was 
named Smith, Jones, Johnson or Nebuchadnezzar in 
private—that is, real—life. For all that the de- 
tectives knew, he may have been a Wall Street 
broker down on his luck, who took to astrology as 
a means of beating back. He may have been a 
society man in good standing at the clubs. He may 
have been a group of men, a gang of crooks, though 
the theory that he was one lone individual is sup- 
ported by the nature of his operations. 

It is enough to say that for some years the name 
Calvin was a household word in a great many fami- 
lies. The person who used that name in his scheme 
to defraud had a wider notoriety in the middle ’70’s, 
at least amongst those who believed in lucky stars, 
than had the celebrated Genevan of the same name, 
who, three centuries earlier, brought about the burn- 
ing of Michael Servetus at the stake. In America 
there were many who would have liked to burn Calv- 
in of the New York postoffice box number, but his 
writings were not acknowledged by him, as were 
those of the unfortunate Servetus, so there was no 
definite evidence against him. 

The writings of the Calvin of 1874-6, such of 
them as came to light, were similar to the letters 
quoted above, in which he acknowledged the receipt 
of the $113 and gave renewed encouragement to 
the woman out West. But these Calvinistic com- 
munications varied according to circumstances. The 
fellow was a student of human nature. While for 
many of his victims he employed mere set forms, 
for certain cases he wrote original prescriptions. 
Chief of his literary stock in trade at first was 
a circular which he sent through the mails to large 
lists of names and addresses. 

In this circular Calvin averred that he was the 
seventh son of a seventh daughter. Calvin, you were 
to know, was “‘the well-known astrologer,’’ famous 
in his day and age, a man with the gift of foresight. 
He could read the planets, and from such readings 
he could advise men and women on the right course 
to take in love, friendship, courtship, marriage, even 
divorce. He could tell a young man whether the girl 
he fancied was rich or poor. He could tell a girl the 
same thing about the man for whom she had set her 
cap. He-could tell anybody whether a business ven- 
ture would result successfully or be a failure. 

In fact, it was highly¥mportant that Calvin be con- 
sulted before one embarked on any undertaking. He 
had advised people, he said, all over America. If 
anybody needed counsel, all he had to do was to 
write to Calvin, Postoffice Box 5027, New York City, 
giving age, exact date of birth, including the very 
hour, if possible, and inclosing the small sum of 
$3. If it was business advice that was sought, the 
fee was $5. Lovers got a $2 cut. Calvin sympa- 
thized with lovers. 

But the fee for star-reading was just a beginning. 
After Calvin had raked in many fees of $5 and $3 
he branched ogt. Why continue to carry on a busi- 
ness that brought such little dribs of cash? Calvin 
the astrologer, the soothsayer, the seer! It was 
believed that one of his small-fee victims uncon- 
scously suggested the stock-dealing enterprise. This 
individual, it seems, had asked Calvin to invest a 
little money for him in Wall str®t, using his astro- 
logical ability to determine when to buy or when to 
sell. Calvin leaped at the suggestion and caught it, 
clutched it to his breast, nurtured it tenderly until 
it grew and it grew and it grew. After that he 
had no time for the chicken-feed business. 

Calvin got lists of people throughout the country 
and began bombarding the names with his new 
proposition. He pointed out the vast fortunes that 
had been made, were being made, could be made 
on the stock market. Some investors, he was free 
to admit, lost. Some even went broke. But that was 
because they trusted to blind luck, or something. 
Calvin never trusted to luck, blind or visioned. He 
trusted only to the stars. He could read the stars, 
and by them he could tell just when toinvest. Those 
who sent him their money to invest must win, for 
there was no hazard whatsoever for those who put 
their faith in Calvin and his stars. So ran the sec- 
ond circular, and the lines of Calvin fell at last in 
pleasant and profitable places. 

Money began to pour into Box 5027. Sometimes 
it was but a few dollars. Other times it was a few 
hundred dollars. -Occasionally it went into four 
figures. But so numerous were the contributions 
that Calvin’s bank account, wherever he kept it and 
under whatever name, soon grew tremendously. The 
pegbability is that he kept several bank accounts, 
thus diverting suspicion. That he lived high and 
spent money lavishly is not to be disputed, for men 
of that ilk have that habit, as a rule. There is 
nothing ascetic about them, nor anything miserly. 
But Calvin got too much money to spend all, and it 
was assumed that when he made his leap into ob- 
livion he landed on a mattress of financial velvet. 

When an investor who gave signs of being fairly 
prosperous showed anxiety in a second letter, Calvin 
would write to him—or to her: :

-Everybody who believed in 
his astrology believed implicity tHat Calvin was right 
in that dreadful warning. You couldn’t have pulled 
those folks into New York City on a double-header 
train. 

When an.investor showed fresh anxiety, Calvin 
would send a letter stating that, thanks to the stars 
and to the friend in Wall street, the deal had re- 
turned a handsome profit. He suggested, even 
urged, reinvestment of the whole sum. The stars 
were just right for huge turnovers. Why stop at 
thousands when one might arrive at millions? Fre- 
quently the investor sent along such other money as 
he could rake or scrape. Some poor fish are said to 
have borrowed from friends, letting them into the 
great secret and promising a division of profits. 
Others borrowed without revealing the source of 
their to-be-vast winnings. When Calvin sent the 
money, then they would flaunt it in the faces of 
those who were careful, the stay-at-homes who never 
took a chance, not even a chance on a sure thing 
like that offered by the great and famous Calvin.

The five seniors at the cottage take turns in caring 
for David. For about a week, each girl is individual- 
ly responsible for him. She prepares his food, bathes 
him. dresses him and attends to all the other duties 
necessary. She occupies a room adjoining David's 
sleeping porch, and if he wakes during the night she 
must get him to sleep again. No matter how much 


‘she must do for David in the daytime, nor how many 


times she may be up during the night, she has to at- 


tend all her regular classes for that week. Thus is . 


the treadmill of the real housewife imitated. 

Of course, the girl may leave David for an hour 
with some other senior when she attends a recitation, 
but the responsibility cannot be delegated. She has 
to sit in the classroom, wondering if David is ery- 
ing, or if he has fallen out of the crib or if the 
cottage is on fire. 

The milk which David drinks is from a thorough- 


. bred Jersey cow, which is given a blood test once 


a month and fed on a carefully balanced ration. Also, 
the man who does the milking is tested, tog. So the 
food which the college baby receives is as:pure and 
as suitable for the purpose as modern science can 
make it. 

Although the three Dayids have thrived on arti- 
ficial feeding, Dean Miller is firmly opposed to the 
practice except in cases where it is absolutely un- 
avoidable. 

“Artificial feeding is just a makeshift, and in 
most caseS a poor one,’ declares Dean Miller. ‘“Un- 
fortunately, it is on the increase, too. The doctors 
are mostly to blame for that increase, because they 
order artificial feeding when they see that the 
mothers want them to. But what about the rights 
of the baby? 

“In my belief, a baby which is artificially fed has 
10 years of its life cut off. Cow’s milk is not, and 
cannot be made, a perfect substitute for natural 
feeding. It does not give the baby a chance to build 
up the constitution and stamina which he should 
have, and he succumbs to all kinds of diseases much 
more easily, if artificially fed. 

“Of course, in most places there are laws to regu- 
late the quality of milk and other food products. 
But often the laws are lax, and more laxly enforced. 
As for some of the manufactured milk preparations 
on the market, the makers ought to be in jail. Nat- 
ural feeding is best, and in almost all cases # is 
possible, if the doctors will only insist upon it. 

“It was the high death rate among Oklahoma 
babies which made us give such a prominent place 
to our courses in infant feeding and care. Condi- 
Gions are much the same in other states, I believe, 
duit in Oklahoma we have investigated, and we know 
that seven out of every 100 infants die from im- 
proper feeding alone. 

‘We have used the utmost care in feeding our 
Davids. Alk were happy, smiling babies. and they 
did not cry. There is an old superstition that a baby 
needs to cry, to develop his lungs and vocal cords. 
What nonsense! Of course, sometimes his clothing 
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is too tight, or a pin might be sticking into him. 
But generally a baby cries because he is improperly 
fed and his stomach hurts. : 

“Let me repeat it, and emphasize it: a baby which 
is well fed and well cared for does NOT cry.’ 

There are only two requirements which an orphan 
baby must meet before he or she is taken over by 
the School of Home Economics at Stillwater. The 
infant must be of white blood, and it must pass the 
syphilis test. Otherwise, the general rule is rather 
to take the one which needs intelligent care the 
most. Two of the babies have been 3 1-2 months old 
when taken, but hereafter preference will be shown 
to those only a few weeks old, and they will be given 
out for adoption at the age of about 8 1-2 months. 
It is then, according to Dean Miller, that children 
first begin to know one person from another, and 
she says it would be unkind to send a baby away 
after it had formed an attachment for certain per- 
sons. 

She tells of a college on the Pacific coast where 
a l-year-old orphan was taken by the infant-train- 
ing department, kept for a year and then returned to 
the orphan asylum. Not only did the child grieve, 
but it was so shamefully neglected that it soon be- 
came seriously ill. The college woman who had had 
charge of tha baby remonstrated, in vain. Then 
one day she marched into the orphan asylum, lift- 
ed the baby from its crib and took it away for good. 
She had no authority for the act, which was a piece 
of brazen kidnaping, but nobody dared to say a 
word to her,.then or afterwards.
